As an aflwmnus with two degrees trom 
the University of Missouri, I wish to pro- 
test respectfully against the recent ac~- 
tion of your executive board whereby 
Pro’. Mever amd other members of the 
faculty of the University of Missouri 
were suspended. 

[ offer the following reasons in Sup- 
port of my protest: 

The offense, if it be called an of- 

fense. is trivial. Professors Meyer and / 
De Graff merely assisted in the prepara- 
tion of a questionnaire which was cis- 
tributed to students. There is no charge 
é: personal misconduct against them. As 
for the students, no one who is really 
familiar with the tone and temper ot 
undergraduate life in an American uni- 
versity can possibly hold that the dis- 
tribution of a sex questionnaire among 
them is a corrupting influence. The stu- 
dents of today are an alert inquiring lot. 
They wish to know the answer to the 
ages-old question, what is life? and 
they are asking for an answer in frank 
terms. But knowledge does not mean 
corruption. Some one has said. “Ye 
shall know the truth and the truth shall 
make you free.” 

2. The discharge of these faculty mem- 
bers will seriously injure the university, 
both immediately and in the long run, 

The university will lose at once 
through losing the services of the men 
dismissed. In the case of Prof. Meyer 
this is a notable loss, for he is a scholar 
of high standing. 

The university will lose in the long 
run because this action of the Board of 
(urators will announce to the present 
faculty and to the world at large that 
freedom of thought is no longer possible 
in the University of Missouri. This means 
that professors desirous of doing re- 
search and teaching in fields where the 
emotions are easily stirred will either 
keep still or get out. Sociology, psychol- 
ogy, history. economics and political 
science are full of dynamite, once a cen- 
sorship on free thought is established. 
Scholars of the first rank in these fields

versity of Missouri. The university, the 
students, and in the end the State will 
lose by the censorship which the dis- 
charge of these professors will broadcast 
to the world. 

An instructor in econg@mics in Cornell 
University was recently convicted in a 
Federal court on a charge of sending ob- 
scene matter through the mails, namely 
a book on sex. There was no question of 
his technical guilt under the law; he 
admitted it and was fined. The trustees 
of the university took no notice of the 
event. Twenty-eight of his colleagues, 
at least half of them distinguished schol- 
ara, some with world-wide reputations, 
signed a statement expressing faith in 
him and made a substantial contribution 
toward the parment of his fine. He is 
still teaching his classes and will con- 
tinue to do so,

From THE NEW YORK WORLD 


T is a familiar theory that this country 
iE overwhelmingly and inveterately dry 

and that dissatisfaction with the Volstead 
Act is limited to a few districts under the 
bright lights in New York, Boston and Chf- 
cago. This theory finds favor with tlle 
Anti-Saloon League, but it does not explain 
the resuits of the State-wide referendum 
held in Wisconsin or take account of Vari- 
ous other tests of public opinion in the 
last few years. 

Since the first of November, 1926, pro- 
hibition has been brought directly before 
the electorate in 10 States in the form ofa 
referendum. In Illinois, by a vote of 3 t«o 
2, in New York, by a vote of 3 to 1, and 
in Nevada, by a vote of 4 to Il, the electo- 
rate has petitioned Congress to amend the 
Volistead Act. In Massachusetts the wet 
forces carried 33 State Senatorial districts 
out of 36 on the question of a petition 
favoring amendment. In Montana a State 
enforcement act was repealed by popular 
vote in 1926 and an alt oT proposal to 
adopt the Federal law as a State statute 
was defeated in 1928. In iicdsenene two 
referendums have been held: One, in 1926, 
approving a petition to Congress io.legal- 
2.75 beer; the other the referendum 
favoring repeal of the State enforcement 
act. In these six States the wets scored 
victories. In the other four they were 
defeated; proposals to repea! the State act 
being downed in North Dakota, Colorado, 
California and Missouri. 

There are two facts about these various 
referendums which are of unmrstakable 
significance. In the first place, it is fair 
io Say that while the wet victories have 
usually been overwhelming, the wet defeats 
have invariably been defeats by a narrow 
margin. The wets won in Illin.'s. New 
York and Nevada by votes of 3 to 2. 3 to 1 
and 4 to i, respectively; they lost in Mis- 
souri, Colorado, California and North Da- 
kota by votes as close as 4 io 3. 5 to 4, 
i9 to 9 and 15 to 14 

In the second place, these 10 States 'n 
which the forces fayoring modification have 
shown that they represent either an actual 
majority or a formidable minority are 
States which are scattered across the coun- 
try too widely to reflect a point of which 
is merely sectional. One of these States is 
in New England, one in the North Atlantic 
tier, four in the Middle West, three in the 
Rocky Mountain region and one on the 
Pacific Coast. The case of such a State as 
North Dakota offers an especially sharp 
refutation of the theory that outside of a 
few large cities in the East the country is 
bone dry. North Dakota is a farming state. 
It is securely placed in the center of the 
Middle West, a thousand miles ard more 
from the influence of the Atlantic seaboard. 
It has no cities and only one town with as 
many ag 20,000 people. It has been dry for 
49 years, having entered the Union with ea 
dry jaw on its statute books in 18893. Tet 
despite these facts, which sre theoretica: 
points for an overwhelming victory for tne

IN SIXTEEN YEARS. 
Charles Merz in World’s Work. 
N i913 there were not hundreds but thou- 


sands of Americans—sportsmen, purefood 
experts, musical comedy stars, multi-mil- 
lionaires, ward bosses, prohibitionists and 
revivalists—whose names were far better 
known than Ford's and whose exploits were 
far more eagerly debated. 

It may be hard in 1929 to picture a world 
in Which the weekly magazines appeared 52 
times a year without discussing Henry Ford: 
yet such a world existed. The library guides 
that list the contents of a hundred maga- 
zines with a national circulation show only 
a single reference to Ford before the end 
of 1913. 

This solitary entry cites an article in Har- 
per’s Weekly of March 16, 1907, discussing 
Ford's use of vanadium steel from the none 
too popular point of view of the metaliurzi- 
cal engineer. Aside from this there is noth- 
ing. 

Nor does the daily press in these same 
years reveal much by way of proof that such 
a man as Ford existed. Here and there. in 
the years from 1903 to 1909, the long litiga- 
tion over the Selden patent brought Ferd’s 
mame into print occasionally. Here and 
there, when a motor show was about to 
open its doors to the public and car manu- 
facturers were invited by the press to de- 
scribe their latest models, the name of 
Henry Ford may be found attached to a 
routine discussion of Ford brakes, Ford 
bearings or Ford methods. 

The factor that brought Ford suddenly 
and dramatically from obscurity to the cen- 
ter of the stage was neither his car nor his 
millions but his $5 wage. 

On the evening of Jan. 5, 1914, newspa- 
pers throughout the country carried the an- 
rouncement that the Ford Motor Co. had 
determined to divide with its workmen the 
princely sum of $10.006.000 for the purpose 
of establishing $5 as the minimum wace 
paid to its employes in return for a day's 
work.
